> Merchants of the Goſpel, which {ell all they have for the 
© Pearl of great price, and in your Kingdom ſeck for the King- 
dom of Heaven. Theſe are thoſe, Sir, who with all the re- 
formed World, explain themſelves this day by my mouth, 
and my mouth may be called rhe Eccho of their yoices. 
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See, Sir, in our Perſons they come with your Declaration 
in their hands, to preſent themſelves before that moſt Auguſt 
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Throne from whence it proceeded; as your Majeſty hath in 
expreſs terms pronounced , that you eſteem it a point of 
honour and conſcience to do them good : they alſo hold ir a 
point of Conſcience and honour, to come and kiſs thoſe pious 
hands, which have ſaved them from their Shipwrack, and 
are to them a perpetual ſpring of bleſſings and favours.

theſe are our Children, Sir , thoſe little Moyſes which float 
on the Waters, before they have ſcarcely touched the Earth : 
choſe poor young Orphans; thoſe little ones of the Family. of 
Faith, to whom the great Deiender of the Faith proclaims 
himſelf Father. Theſe are the Angels of the Earth who in 
conſort with the Angels of Heaven do praiſe God for whar 
he hath done-by his Anointed. Methinks I ſee them in their 
Mothers BoſomsAattentively liſining,when they relate ro them 
what God in our days, by your means hath done for them. Me- 
thinks I ſee them begin toſtammer out the Language of your 
people: to learn to bleſs you in mote than one Tongue; and for 
their firſt Leſſon, they learn; to xead that tender, that Fatherly 
Declaration of your Majeſty. Methinks,Sir,I hear them cry out 
when they'ſce you appear, Let the X I NG -live, let him live who 
hath =, us live, and with our bodily - Lives preſerves our 
Souls. | 


' Methinks moreover I hear many other of Chriſts Conteſ: 
ſors, of all Eſtares, of all Arts, and all Orders which the World 
would ſubdue by Famine , but their Faith ſaccord by your 
Charity, hath coaquered the World. I hear them, I ſay, ſpeak 
without - ceafing. of..your Majeſty, .and emulouſly celebrate 
your Royal bounty... Ah Sir! could you hear it, how plea- 
ſant. would the harmony be to your Majeſties Ears! a melody 
a thouſand.times more agreable and charming,than that which 
ſo, highly . pleaſed ; the Empertour Avgyſtus , . when paſling
